Now  is  not  time 
to  look  at  tax  cut 


If  death  and  taxes  are  inevitable,  so  must  be  talk  of  tax  cuts  in  this  por¬ 
tion  of  the  political  season.  And  sure  enough,  as  an  election  year  now  ap- 


1.  The  largest  economic  problem  in  this  nation  continues  to  be  infla¬ 
tion.  Most  economists  feel  the  recession  we  are  passing  through  will  be 
short  in  duration  and  somewhat  minor  in  consequence.  Full,  quick 
recovery  is  seen  when  it  is  over.  Passing  a  major  tax  cut  would  help  solve 
a  minor,  temporary  problem  at  the  expense  of  a  major,  more  enduring 
one.  Yes,  a  tax  cut  would  give  the  economy  a  shot  in  the  arm,  but  would 
send  prices  soaring  even  higher. 

2.  Notwithstanding  claims  to  the  contrary,  it  is  highly  unlikely  a 
federal  spending  cut  will  occur  next  year.  Rather,  observers  feel  spending 
increases  of  $10-15  billion  are  more  likely,  meaning  a  deficit  increase  of 
$5-10  billion,  with  the  current  rate  of  taxes.  A  tax  cut  would  only  com¬ 
plicate  an  already  undesirable  budget  picture. 

It’s  time  to  face  the  facts.  If  we  as  citizens  wish  to  continue  enjoying 
the  benefits,  we  must  be  willing  to  pay  for  them.  And  let’s  stop  fooling 
the  voters,  congressmen.  If  you  want  to  provide  voters  with  the  types  of 
federal  programs  you  always  promise  them  in  an  election  year,  don’t  try 
and  make  them  believe  it  can  be  done  with  a  tax  cut.  □
